Claims 6, 19, 24-32, 37-41 , and 44 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions or species 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on March 15, 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13-18, and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no original 
support for the new claim language stating that the tissue piercing members being 
"only" of a length "sufficient to pass all the way through the side wall of the tissue graft 
conduit" as now claimed; see, for example, claim 1 on lines 18-25. The Examiner 
reviewed the Applicant's comments that Figures 36 and 37 and the specification on 
page 39, line 27 to page 41 , line 21 provide support, but did not find literal or inherent 
support for the language in question. Rather, the barbs (462) appear to extend through 
and well beyond the side wall of the tubular graft; see Figure 36 and elements (462)

thereof. For this reason, the Examiner concluded that the claim language lack original 
support.
